Father  Time  slnuly  turns  the  p.Tfjes  of  his  hi  tory,  but  it  seems  thnt  he  lias  turned  them  im- 
usually  fast  during  the  past  four  years.

The  seniors  relini|nislu(l  their  dignit>,  together  with  their  hats 
and  canes,  to   us  for  this  clay. 

May   25    soon   came,    am!    we   enjoyed    another    vacation.

September  i,  1926.  History  repeats  itself,  and  another  class  had  mounted  the  throne  of 
sophomoric   ride  to  guide  the  erring  feet  of  wayward   freshmen. 

As  juniors  we  appeared  to  he  very  insignificant,  but  with  Clarence  Slaughter  as  our  leader, 
we  were  truly  a  loyal  bunch.

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Junior  Class  History 

|N  niE  tiKinlh  of  September,  1925.  nearly  two  huiuireil  men  and  women 
entered  Elon  College  under  the  banner  of  the  class  of  1929.  They  con- 
stituted the  largest  class  ever  to  enter  this  institution.  We  were  honored 
at  many  receptions,  formal  by  the  faculty  and  informal  by  the  Sophs. 
At  our  first  class  meeting  on  November  4,  we  launched  forth  in  earnest  with  Ralph 
Coggins  as  our  president. 

That  year  we  proceeded  to  make  a  name  for  ourselves  in  every  branch  of  col- 
lege life.  We  were  well  represnted  in  all  of  the  sports  aiu\  made  a  clean  sweep 
of  the  class  basketball  series.  Our  four  inter-collegiate  debaters  were  a  credit  to 
their  class.  The  members  of  the  class  of  '29  entered  into  every  phase  of  literary, 
social  and  religious  life  on  the  hill  with  a  determination  and  spirit  that  has  been 
marked  during  our  existence  as  a  class. 

Sophomores!  Having  notified  by  our  spirit  and  actions  the  other  classes  on  the 
hill  of  our  presence,  it  now  became  necessary  to  make  the  lowly  Freshman  aware 
of  our  existence.  Under  the  leadership  of  Dace  Jones  we  ably  upheld  the  record 
which  we  had  established  in  our  former  days.  This  year  we  demonstrated  our 
literary  prowess  by  winning  our   first   and  only  Freshman-Sophomore  debate.
